Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claim 34 depends on allowed claim 1 . Therefore, the rejection of 
claim 34 under 101 is error. Claims 25 and 33 are rejected under 101 because the claims do NOT claim "practical 
applications" and "tied to specific machines'^e.g., see 84 USPQ2d 1670 In re Comiskey "First, when an abstract 
concept has no claimed practical application, it is not patentable... Second, the abstract concept may have a practical 
application... For example, we have found processes involving mathematical algorithms used in computer technology 
patentable because they claimed practical applications and were tied to specific machines". 
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
